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Detailed Action 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 39-41 , 43-47 and 49-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Leake (5,624,119). 

Regarding claims 39-41 1 43-47 and 49-50, Leake Leake teaches a method of 
playing a game that comprises the steps of accepting a wager; displaying a matrix of m 
x n dimensions; displaying main symbols that are randomly generated images; 
comparing the mains symbols to the player symbols; indicating any matches; and 
declaring a winning outcome (abstract; Fig. 6 and Fig. 1). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 29-38, 42 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Leake (5,624,1 19) in view of Makovic et al (4,443,012). 

Regarding claims 29-38, 42 and 48, Leake teaches a method of playing a game that 

comprises the steps of accepting a wager; displaying a matrix of m x n dimensions; 
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displaying main symbols that are randomly generated images; comparing the mains 
symbols to the player symbols; indicating any matches; and declaring a winning 
outcome (abstract; Fig. 6 and Fig. 1). While Leake teaches variations in the 
presentation of symbol images (different shape sizes of images- see Fig. 1 ; Fig. 3 and 
5), Leake lacks disclosing the images being that of die. However, in an analogous 
gaming system that utilizes indicia on cards, Makovic teaches this feature. It would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
include this feature as taught by Leake in Makovic to further provide variety in the 
system; thus, resulting in increased popularity and sales of the game. 
Examiner's Response to Applicant's Remarks 

Applicant argues that Leake does not disclose comparing called symbols based 
upon specific position. Applicant further asserts that Leake does not disclose 
comparing a first row or set of symbols to a first row of player symbols. The examiner 
disagrees with Applicant's argument. Leake, as Applicant acknowledges, teaches a 
bingo game in which symbols are in rows and columns. In Bingo, the position of a 
number in a particular row is determined and compared in order to ensure that the user 
has obtained a proper bingo win. Therefore, Leake teaches comparing called symbols 
based upon position. Further, symbol indicia of a particular row of the player's card are 
compared with called game indicia in order to produce a win. Applicant has not stated 
that "all" symbols in a row are compared. 
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It is not clear to the examiner, from the claim language, how Applicant's instant 
claimed invention differs from the bingo-type gaming system of Leake. Therefore the 
examiner maintains the rejection.
